Corpses were 
brought by tlio wagon load and tossed 
upon tlio ground !u hcnps. Aside from 
the rifling of tl.o bodies by the perpetrators 
of the slaughters, » hycnrvliko horde of 
barbjirians iioiiiKcd upon these heaps nnd 
stripped the dishonored carcasses of what 
poor clothing they hail, leaving them in 
nil degrees of undity. 
Finally, about 


noon, a score of Armenians; headed by a 
priest, were sent under protection of sol- 
diers to bury tlio corpses. Kighty-three of 
them were laid iu a single trench. Prob- 
ably about 100 of thorn were killed.
